When

trial. 
Problems

quarrels and strife, engendered by 
mischievous youngsters, 
will

dealt with on a common-sense basis

which would otherwise be ground 
up for whisky will thus be released 
for food. 
How many millions, no 
one knows, for the manufacture of 
alcohol tor beverage p u rin e s is so 
closely blended with tin* production 
of alcohol for industrial 
and 
me­ 
chanical purposes that there is no 
way 
of 
determining the 
exact 
amount. 
Of 
the 
100,090,000 bushels 
of i 
grain, or 
thereabouts, which goes * 
into the distilleries each year, about 
IO per cent, experts estimate, comes 
out in the form of whisky and other 
distilled beverage drinks. 
The re­ 
mainder, made into alcohol of ex­ 
actly the same characteristics as j 
that used for 
whisky, 
eventually 
finds its way into perfumes, toilet 
waters, bay rum, medicines and to 
industries where denatured alcohol 
is used in ever increasing quanti­ 
ties. 
Approximately 116,000,000 gallons* 
of whisky is produced each year by 
American 
distilleries. 
Production 
of alcohol by the same distilleries 
for commercial and medicinal uses 
other than beverages approximates 
146,000,000 gallons. 
The manufac­ 
ture of alcohol for the latter pur­ 
poses will continue as usual, prob­ 
ably in greater volume, and few of 
the larger distilleries, if any, will 
have to shut down. 
The class of 
distilleries 
which 
will be put out of business is com­ 
posed almost wholly of small plants 
operated by from one man to half a 
dozen njen, located 
in 
California, 
Ohio and New Jersey and produc­ 
ing brandy 
from 
grapes, 
apples 
and peaches. 
These 
produce 
ap­ 
proximately 
2,000,046 
gallons 
a 
year. 
Those in New Jersey and 
Ohio, officials believe, will suspend 
operations entirely. 
The California 
plants, it is thought, will continue 
to operate, in part, for the manu-i 
[acture 
of 
spirits 
for 
fortifying 
sweet wine. 
So 
far 
as 
officials here can 
learn, there are few distilleries in 
the Ignited States, with the e x c e p ­ 
tion of the fruit brandy plants, pro­ 
ducing whisky at the present time. 
Summer is the off season for whis­ 
ky production, which 
is 
confined 
almost wholly to the winter months, 
the early spring and late fall. 
Th< 
cessation of active whisky produc­ 
tion, therefore, at this season of the 
year, is largely theoretical, but the 
operation of the law will prevent 
the manufacture of whisky at the 
time it usually starts on a large 
scale, the latter part of September. 
Stopping whisky manufacture, in­ 
stead of curtailing the government’s 
revenues, will increase them for the 
next two .years, 
officials 
believe. 
Coupled with the operation of tin* 
pending revenue bill, the withdraw­ 
al of whisky from the stock a l r e a d y 
accumulated 
will 
probably treble 
the revenues within the next twelv« 
months, as the present law imposes 
a tax of $1.10 and the revenue bill 
contemplates a tax of $3.20 a gal 
Ion. 
A stock 
of 
approximate!) 
230,<*00,000 gallons has accumulated 
in the bonded warehouses and on 
the shelves of wholesale and retail 
liquor dealers. 
Approximately 199,- 
000,000 gallons a r e in warehouses 
and upon that quantity the govern 
ment will collect taxes as it is with 
drawn. 
Few men will be thrown out of 
w’ork by the operation of the law. 
Distilleries now running will con­ 
tinue to [>rodUte alcohol for com­ 
mercial purposes with little change 
in their forces. 
Fpon this class of 
alcohol, with the exception of alco­ 
hol for d en atu ratio n , the revenue 
J bill would impose a tax of $2.‘JO, 
doubling the present income from 
tJiis source. _ 
There are approximately 700 dis­ 
tilleries in the country, of which 
mote than half 
are 
small 
fruit 
brandy plants. 
The amount of cap­ 
ital invested in the latter class is 
not great in the aggregate. 
The 
capital invested in the big produc­ 
ing plants mounts high into %t he m il­ 
lions. 
Officials here believe thai 
losses w ill be more than w iped out 
■ by the greatly higher prices distill­ 
ers will obtain for their product, 
already manufactured. In the opin­ 
ion of some officials whisky w ill be 
selling at $15 a gallon within twelve 
months, affording 
distillers 
enor­ 
mous profits which will more than 
compensate for the tossed capital 
invested in plants.

FACTORS IN RREAD COST ARE WiTH ST. LOUIS UNIT 


Flour Is Not the Only Thing In 
Making Bread. 
To begin with, bread never da- 
vaneed in price as much as flour. 
Flour advanced more than IOO per 
cent, bread loss than 50 per cern. 
Flour prices in July, 1916, averag­ 
ed $5.50 per 
barrel. Flour today 
is around $11.50 a bai rcl. Bakers 
do not buy their flour from day to 
(jay, but at periods varying from 
three to five times a year. 
All 
through last summer bakers 
wor­ 
sening bread at cheap flour prices, 
although tin* flour market had ad­ 
vanced. 
All flour is kept by bak­ 
ers at least thirty 
days 
before 
using, allowing from thirty to sixty 
days for delivery. 
Other costs 
have advanced so muon iii the last 
nine months that it will take con­ 
siderably more reduction in the 
price of flour than what has been 
made from the top point to show 
any material difference in the size 
of the loaf. 
These increased costs 
include labor, 
other 
ingredients, 
such as shortening and sugar, fuel 
and maintenance of delivery sys­ 
tem . 
Results of a series of experi­ 
ments which have just been con­ 
ducted at the request of Mr. Her­ 
bert C. Hoover, are illuminating, 
they show that flour must be avail­ 
able at $3.50 per barrel with all 
other costs remaining as they are* 
before a pound loaf can be sold for 
5 cents. 
This would mean cheap­ 
er flour than any one has known 
for a period of ten years. 
The cal­ 
culation^ made no allowance for 
that dough that would adhere to 
the mixer, troughs and other ma­ 
chinery, allowed no 
mistake 
in 
scaling or weighing of the loaf, and 
presumed that 
absolutely 
eveiv 
loaf made would turn out perfect 
and would be salable, that is, a 
hundred per cent perfect, 
which 
no bakery in the United States 
achieves. 
Furthermore the cos’s 
for labor, delivery and overhead 
expenses w 'ie based on figures for 
the first 
five month? this year. 
when all of them were consider­ 
ably lower than the present figures 
so that it is perfectly safe to as­ 
sert thai even with flour at $3.50 
a barrel, a baker 
cannot 
make 
bread to retail for 5 cents for a 
16 ounce loaf today. 
It can be 
seen, therefore, that the outlook 
for a material alteration even to 
the extent of one cen1 per loaf in 
the price of bread bas no economic 
foundation. 
A final consideration, which un­ 
der present stress, of war should 
have a great weight with the pub­ 
lic, is that the government is op­ 
posed to the manufacture of small 
loaves, it will therefore undoubt­ 
edly be the policy of bakers when 
the reduced price 
of Hour makes 
it possible for them *o give added 
value to their customers, to in­ 
crease the <ize of the loaf which 
they bake, 
while 
allowing 
the 
prices to remain as they are, as 
there is much more waste to a 
small loaf than a large one.
